Fred about 4 years old, and 
Victor. 6 years old. All three were dead 
when the doctor arrived. 
The old man 
says he was out at work with the oldest 
boy, and came to the house and found 
his wife dead and the tw o boys dying. 
They used strychnine, which was kept 
around the mill to kill rats. 
The wife 
has said she was never furnished by her 
husband w ith as much as a calico dress, 
and life was to hard for her to live. 


N o M u s te r in g In us Y et. 
W ashington. March 29. — It is stated 
at the w ar departm ent th at the subject 
of m ustering in 85,000 volunteers as per­ 
m itted by the arm y reorganization bill 
has not been mentioned to the president 
either by acting Secretary of W ar Mei- 
keljohn or A djutant G eneral Corbin. 
There is no intention to bring forw ard 
this question at present, as w ith th® 
troops already ordered to Manila and 
which will take some m onths to trans­ 
port thither. General Otis has all the 
forces necessary to accomplish w hat is 
desired of him in the Philippines.

Finding th a t he could not approach 
the native leader w ithont placing him ­ 
self in an invidious position, Maol#>od 
returned to the American lines w ithout 
having accomplished anything. 
He asked the natives on th® outposts 
w hat grievance they had against the 
Americans. 
Nobody could tell him. 
Evidently they are obstinately aw aiting 
instructions from Malolos. 
{Several of 
the natives expressed a desire to resume 
their peaceful occupations. 
Two Spaniards. deserters from the 
Spanish army, who are serving in tile 
insurgent arm y, one w ith the rank of 
major, began to revile the Americans, 
but were instantly rebuked by the na­ 
tive commander. 
As it is feared th at the stoppage of the 
shipm ents of rice to the outposts will in* 
cense the natives against the foreigners, 
the British gunboat Pigmy revisits iso­ 
lated points to bring away supplies when 
necessary.

W ashington, March 29. 
As soon as 
General Otis achieves a decisive victory 
over Aguinaldo the Philippine commis­ 
sion will issue a proclam ation promis­ 
ing am nesty to all natives who lay 
down their arm s and selfrule to those 
who recognize the sovereignty of the 
U nited States. 
This is the program which the state 
departm ent understands has been adopt­ 
ed by the commission. 
As General Otis 
and Admiral Dew-ey are members of the 1 
commission, it is presumed here th at 
they are responsible for the delay in is- j 
suing the proclamation, believing its 
effect will be greater if published after 
the insurgents have been subdued, 
As long as Aguinaldo m aintains his , 
a r m y organization, it will be difficult to j 
reach the natives and convince them. , 
but w ith Aguinaldo a prisoner or a fugi­ 
tive and the arm y disbanded, it is 
thought th at the proclam ation will re ! 
ceive attention from the natives and 
cause them to take advantage of its 
provisions.
